The deal red method of treating a 


bedroom wall Is to tint it for the ala- 
bustined wall la a perfect wall. 
It 


never (lakes off, chips or peels. It ab- 
sorbs moisture and expels 'it, it opens 
tho [lores of tho plaster and makes a 
room livable and breathable. 


The lloor In tho bedroom should 


have ll)(lit. eleanablo, dainty rugs that 
can bo easily shaken arid a floor that 
In thoroughly oiled or varnished, that 
will not absorb moisture. The cracks 
in the lloor should be thoroughly filled 
and covered. Woodwork In tho bed- 
room should ho attended to carefully, 
window sills should be thoroughly var- 
nished or waxed, and tho window- cas- 
IIIKS kept in perfect order.

Nevertheless, the fact 
remains that on the majority of tho 
gra-ln-growins farms of the Northwest 
there are no fanning mills. 
This 


means that before, all the farms are

can be drawn along by a man, while 
a boy steadies the handle to keep the 
wire from unwinding too rapidly and 
kinking.

An- 
other lot gave in the tester a germi- 
nation of SI percent., yet when sown 
in the open field it gave only 13 per 
cent. This was a most remarkable de- 
cline. 
One of the samples of wheat .seed 


gave 63 per cent, of germination when 
sown in the seed tester, but when 
sown In the Hold gave only S per cent, 
of germination. The poorest sample 
for field work gave 62 per cent, of ger- 
mination when sown in the seed test- 
er but in the field gave only 4 per 
cent, of germination. This illustrates 
the fact that something besides ger- 
mination tests need be looked for 


i when figuring on what seed will do. 


Conditions in the field are much hard- 
er than in a germinating plate. 


An investigation of this seed show- 


ed that it had been produced under 
had conditions and probably lacked 
vitality. 
It had been injuriously af- 


fected by early fall frosts. 
Most of 


it had enough vitality to enable it 
to sprout under the perfectly favor- 
able conditions found in a sprouting 
tray, but had not enough vitality to 
enable it to sprout when buried in the 
ground where the 
moisture supply 


would be too great or too little, the 
temperature too high or too low, and 
where the air would not have free 
access to the grain. 


The germination tests may still be 


considered 
valuable, says Farmers' 


Review, but they are by no means 
conclusive, so long as they are con- 
ducted under ideal conditions. 
It is 


only rare that conditions in the open 
ground are ideal for the germination 


Seed wheat was bought in many in- 
stances, under the idea that a chango 
was good.

Tax Commission's Report. 


The biennial report of the Wisconsin 


state tax commission has been Issued 
to tho legislature. Attention is called 
to the necessity of obtaining a proper 
state assessment and the report deals 
with methods of tho commission in se- 
curing these results 


The report shows that the total 


amount of general property In the 
state for the year 1906 was ?1,997,342,- 
822, and the aggregate taxes for all 
purposes was $22,732.569, giving an 
average rate of taxation of $11.38 per 
$1,000. 


The total value of all railroad prop- 


erty for the year 1906 was $237,239,- 
500 and the total tax assessed was $2,- 
700,237. The report contains a judicial 
review of the railway taxation law and 
its administration by the commission; 
also the taxation of other public serv- 
ice corporations. 


The report commits the commission 


to an inheiltance tax and discusses 
the proposition in a review fully cover- 
ing the administration of the law in 
this state. 


Push Insurance Salary Curb. 


According to comment of members 


of the Wisconsin legislature, former 
President Cleveland's 
brief 
against 


the passage of legislation limiting sal- 
aries of officers of Insurance com- 
panies will hardly persuade the bad- 
ger lawmakers not to pass a bill to 
that effect now pending before them.

BUILT A SHIP OF ICE. 


Veracious Tale of a Sea Captain, Who 


Was Wrecked In Antarctic. 


Capt. S. A. Hoyt, secretary of the 


Masters and Pilots' association 
of 


Seattle, has a fund of experiences to 
draw from when he wishes to while 
away an hour. Up In the big, pleas- 
ant rooms ot the association the cap- 
tain told the following tale of one of 
his earlier trips at sea: 


"The approach of Christmas always 


reminds me of the December that I 
spent on an ice ship. Never heard ot 
one? Well, they are unusual. 


"I was master of the little brig Hoi 


ly, and along about the first of No- 
vember we were wrecked away down 
south pf the horn. The ship went on 
an ice floe and was battered all to 
pieces. We did manage to save some 
tocls and food and part of the cargo. 


"I p.nt the crew to work to cut off a 


large pinnacle of the berg. Then I set 
them all to work with axes, and we 
shaped it Into a graceful ship's hull. 


"Afl»r that w« hollowed it o.at la- 


side, making cabins and everything 
like a regular ship, and with some of 
the timber saved from our vessel we 
rigged her as a bark, bent sails, and 
also put on a rudder, wheel, sidelights 
and eevrything, even going so far as 
to paint her and to name her the 
Holly. 


"She was a fine craft, and floated 


like a duck when finally launched. We 
spent Christmas on board of her anff 
had a great time. I loaded part of the 
wrecked Holly's cargo In her and we 
then started for 
Collao, which waa 


our destination. The ice ship sailed 
fine, and was as good a sea boat £Z 
any In which I sailed. 


"This was only, however, when wn 


were down south, in cold water. Ttot; 
nearer we got to the equator tha 
lighter became our vessel, and I final- 
ly discovered that our ship was melt- 
ing beneath us. 


"Another two days and we would 


have been In the water, when a steam- 
er picked us up and also saved tha 
cargo. This paid for the loss of the 
vessel, which was also insured, so the 
owners came out ahead in the end."— 
Chicago Record-Herald.

Above Ail Things the Walls Should 


Be Kept Dry. 


When the bedroom becomes a sick 


room there Is an added rei.son why ex- 
trerao lirecautlonb should be usfd to 
keep the room In a thoroughly sanitary 
condition. 


Above all things, the bedroom should 


never be damp. Jt should be nice and 
dry, always warm and comfortable In 
winter, cool and airy In summer, and 
bright and Bunny some parts of the 
day. 


If there ia any suspicion of damp- 


ness In a bedroom it Is probably due, 
if there is wallpaper on the wall, to 
tho absorption of water by tho paper 
which frequently acts as a blotting pa- 
per and holds quantities of water in it 


The use of wallpaper on walls is to 


be deplored; It means disease, 111 
health and unhappiness. It is fre- 
quently the cause of lung trouble, not 
only because of Its dampness but also 
because of its power to retain infec- 
tion of many kinds. 


The desired method of treating a 


bedroom wall Is to tint It for the ala- 
bastlned wall is a perfect wall, it 
never flakes off, chips or peels. It ab- 
sorbs moisture and expels It, It opens 
the pores of tho plaster and makes a 
room livable and breathable. 


The floor In tho bedroom should 


have light, cleanable, dainty rugs that 
can be easily shaken and a floor that 
Is thoroughly oiled or varnished, that 
will not absorb moisture. The cracks 
In the floor should be thoroughly filled 
and covered. Woodwork In tha bed- 
room should be attended to carefully, 
window sills should be thoroughly var- 
nished or waxed, and the window cas- 
ings kept In perfect order. Tho doors 
should be wiped off frequently as also 
should be all the standing woodwork 
in the bedroom, as the presence of 
dust on woodwork Is a menace to 
health as well as an evidence of poor 
housekeeping.

when sown In the open field will show 
tho same amount of digestibility as 
when sown In seed testing boxes or

have been made to show what the 
Rcrminatlng power of various seeds is, 
and it has been figuied out that the 
results would he the same in the Held 
as in the seed testers It is inter' 
eating, therefore, to note that a com- 
parison of results do not show the 
same percentage of seed germinating 
under the two conditions.

31 samples of seed of oats and wheat 
were tested in regular seed testers 
The lowest germination was 49 per 
cent and the highest 99 per cent. A 
like number ot samples of the same 
seed were planted In the open ground 
at the same time, the samples being 
the same grain as those planted in 
tho testers. One of the oat samples 
that had shown a germination of 94 
per cent, when planted in the tester 
gave only 5t per cent of germination 
when planted in the open Held. An 
other lot gave In the tester a germi 
nation of SI per cent., yet when sown 
in the open field it gave only 13 per 
cent. This was a most remarkable de 
cllne. 


One of the samples of wheat seed 


gave 63 per cent, of germination when 
sown in the seed tester, but whei 
sown In the field gave only S per cent 
of germination. The poorest sample 
for field work gave 02 per cent, of ger 
mination when sown in the seed test 
er, but in the field gave only 4 pe 
cent, of germination. This Illustrates 
the fact that something besides ger 
mination tests need be looked fo 
when figuring on what seed will do 
Conditions In the field are much hard 
er than in a germinating plate. 


An investigation of this seed show 


pd that it had been produced uncle 
had conditions and probably lacked 
vitality. It had been injuriously at 
fected by early fall frosts 
Most o 


it had enough vitality to enable i 
to sprout under the perfectly favor 
able conditions found in a sprouting 
tiay, but had not enough vitality ti 
enable It to sprout when burled in thi 
ground where the moisture 
supplj 


would he too great or too little, thi 
temperature too high or too low, am 
where the air would not have frei 
access to the grain. 


The germination tests may still b' 


considered valuable, says Farmers 
Review, but they are by no mean 
conclusive, so long as they are con 
ducted under Ideal conditions. 
It I 


only rare that conditions in the opei 
ground are ideal for the germination 
of seed.

ng much about weeds. For the time 


Ing, ho found it cheaper to send his 
rain from the threshing machine to 
he elevator than to build granaries 


which to store it and to buy a 


annlng mill and clean the grain be- 
ore selling it. 


It also left on bis hand a large 
mount of screenings, which he had 
o stock to feed to, and which would 
ave been a drug on the market, 
eed wheat was bought in many in-

This Is largely tho 


xplanatlon of the disgraceful condl- 
Ion of so many of the farms ot the 
Northwest at the present time, be- 
ause of the extent to which they ai» 
nfested with noxious weeds.

But It began as a gen- 
tle euphemism, "decessus" (departure) 
Boeming much less harsh to the Bo- 
mans than "mors." All languages 
abound In euphemisms of the 
kind, 


which go back to a superstitious re- 
luctance to mention death 
plainly, 


that gradually passed Into a kindly 
desire to soften the idea. "Passed 
away," "departed," "gone," "expire-" 
(breathe out), "no more," "demise," 
and even "the late" are expressions of 
this nature. Most striking of all is tho 
Roman euphemism for "he is dead"— 
"vixit," he has lived. 


Could Not Afford Title.

When the train struck the broken 


rail five tourist cars broke loose and 
rolled down the embankment. One of 
the cars was entirely submerged. The 
other four stopped closer to the shore 
and were only partly 
covered 
by 


water. The latter caught fire and the 
passengers, Imprisoned In a mass of 
wreckage, were burned to death. The

only one professional llilef, and I ara 
convinced that In the largo majority 
ot cases where women are guilty of 
shoplifting it is because a passing 
temptation is too strong for them to 
resist.
